GERMAN NEWSPAPERS HAPPY 


Hail Victory in Poland na Most Bril­ 
liant of Campaign. 
Berlin, Dec. 18.—All the afternoon 
newspapers hail the victory in Poland 
as the most brilliant achievement in 
the campaign. 
One of them, coupling 
the eastern situation with the bom­ 
bardment of the east coast of England, 
says that while the naval guns were 
thundering “it was a salute for the. 
victory 
in the 
east and 
the over­ 
throw of the Russian steam roller, 
which was to crush its way to Berlin.” 
Major Moraht, the military corre­ 
spondent of the Tageblatt, says: 
“On this Russian advance rested all 
the hopes of our enemies in the west. 
These hopes, which began to falter 
with the victory at Lodz and were 
strongly shaken by our troops suc­ 
cessful offensive in Galicia and South 
Poland, now’ have been buried by the 
new victory south of the Vistula. Ger­ 
many may rejoice over the retirement 
Of the Russian millions.”

Bradley F. Fiske told the house com­ 
mittee on naval affairs that it will 
take from three to five years to whip

American navy Into shape “to 
make effective

certain “first class power.” 
It was well 
understood 
by every 
one present Hiat Germany is the "first 
class power” Shat Admiral Flske has 
in mind. 
The witness told a story of 
unpreparedness on 
the part of the 
American navy that made a strong 
impression on his hearers. 
It was doubly Impressive in view of 
the fact that it came from tile lips of 
the naval officer occupying what is re­ 
garded as the most important post in 
the naval service. 
As the naval aide 
for operations it is Hie duty of Ad­ 
miral Fiske to keep the battleship 
fleet in a state of preparedness for 
any emergency. 
He gave it as ii is opinion that, tak­ 
ing the navy as a whole, it is not pre­ 
pared for war; that the organization 
of the service is defective fundamen­ 
tally and that to get the results at­ 
tained in other navies radical reforms 
are imperative. 


Gives Evidence Cautiously.

Bradley F. Fiske told the house com­ 
m ittee on navaT affairs that it will 
take from three to five years to whip 
the 
American navy 
into shape 
‘‘to 
make 
effective 
w arfare” 
against a 
certain "first class power." 
It was well 
understood 
by every 
one present that Germany is the “first 
class power” Shat Adm iral Fiske has 
in mind. 
The witness told a story of 
unpreparedness on 
the part 
of the 
American navy that made a strong 
impression on his hearers. 
It was doubly impressive in view of 
the fact that it came from the lips of 
the naval officer occupying what is re­ 
garded as the most im portant post in 
the naval service. 
As the naval aide 
for operations it is tile duty of Ad­

to 
keep the

fleet in a stute of preparedness for 
any emergency. 
He gave it as his opinion that, tak­ 
ing the navy as a whole, it is not pre­ 
pared for war; that the organization 
of the service is defective fundamen­ 
tally and that to get the results at­ 
tained in other navies radical reforms 
are imperative.

those “higher up.” 
The testimony of

They were for a consid­ 
erable time in the possession of the 
late Alfred O. Van Lannep, Dutch Vice 
Consul at Smyrna, and have now been 
brought to England. 
The 
instruments 
show a type of 
w orkm anship unequalled in any ex­ 
tant specimens and generally reveal 
the very great progress in surgery 
which the ancients had made. 
Their 
date, though somewhat uncertain, was 
probably the First or Second Century 
A. D. 
It is possible, however, that 
they were made before the Christian 
era. 
With two exceptions, all the instru­ 
ments are of bronze. 
The blades were 
originally of steel, hut in each case this 
metal has been almost completely de­ 
stroyed by rust. 
Among the five pairs 
of forceps in the find is a large ami 
beautifully made instrument, the han­ 
dles of which are sharped to represent 
two dolphins. This was probably used 
for removing abnormal growths. 
Ano­ 
ther interesting pair of forceps was 
used for extracting arrow and lance 
heads from wounds. 
An elevator for 
raising depressed bono Is another ex­ 
hibit. 
Its presence in the collection 
would seem to prove that. after a bat­ 
tle efforts must have been made to 
treat surgically even the most se rious 
wounds of tile .skull. 
Another still more remarkable' brain 
instrum ent is a dull bow for operating 
on the skull. 
This instrum ent proved 
a very great puzzle* at first, and was 
supposed to represent some sort of 
m easuring appliance. 
Research, how­ 
ever, has shown that it was a bow' 
which, when fitted in a spring, was 
used to rotate a bone drill. 
The Brit­ 
ish Museum possesses th e only other 
specimens of drill bows extant. 
Until 
the discovery of the Kolophon was 
m ade the nature of that instrum ent 
w as not known. 
The* collection includes a tenacula, or 
sharp hook, similar to those in mode rn 
use; a scoop, or "curette” and instru­ 
ments for the work of cauterizing 
wounds, a couple of probes of exactly 
Un* modern type, a couple of spatulas 
or spoons, a needle holder and a 
bronze box intended evidently as an 
instrum ent case. 
In addition there is a slab of Egyp­ 
tian porphyry on which to mix oint- 
ments and a well-constructed pair of 
scales 
still in 
excellent equipoise. 
Some cupping vessels were also dis­ 
covered.
